^mended  and  is  currently  codified  in  Title  66,  Chapter  8,  R.C.M.  19'+?. 
The  Board  was  reorganized  under  the  provision  of  the  Executive  Re- 
organization Act  of  1971.     Tlie  Board  is  currently  organized  under  this 
Act  as  amended  by  the  1973  Legislative  Session,  v/hich  expands  the  Board 
to  four  Members  with  a  fifth  member,  who  shall  be  an  Attorney,  appointed 
by  the  Governor.     (Sec.  82A-l602.8  R.C.M.  19^7).

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Cosmetologists  is  to  promote  professional
